Preserving Eggs 

Making the Moat of the Eggs Laid at 
Thla Seaton 

As the prtco of eggs dropo during 
the a arm weather and it becomes a 

question whether much profit may be 
derived from tbelr sale In the regular 
way, the wise poultry grower will con¬ 
sider how he may keep up the prJcj 
for what he sella or reserve hla stock 
aa 11 accumulates In such a way that 
he will obtain a much larger prl:* 
and considerably more than sufficient 
to pay him for the trouble to rhlch be 
baa to go to bring about tbla result 

In the flrst place, any eggs required 
for sale aa food products and not for 
breeding purposes should be Infertile 
Fertile eggs become unfit for humun 
food almost as quickly as milk when 
subjected to the same temperature and 
when we consider how carefully our 
health depdrtments safeguard the sale 
of thla product It Is some wonder that 
some method is not devised to abso¬ 
lutely prevent the marketing during 
the hot months of eggs less likely to 
spoil tbaa la now In practice. It la a 
mistaken Idea that eggs have to be 
put Into sn Incubator* or under a hen 
to start to incubate. The fact la that 
the germ begins to grow'Just aa soon 
aa It la subjected to a temperature of 
90 or above. Whether thla be behind 
the kitchen stove, on a hot country 
road en route to market, on tbe plat 
form at the depot awaiting shipment. 
In tbe country store waiting for the 
usual twenty or thirty cases before 
aeoulng out. in the pantry waiting un¬ 
til the case Is filled, or when you have 
a chance to go to town, or in tbe hen¬ 
house under broody bens, when they 
are not gathered frequently. 

Why produce such a perishable art¬ 
icle at all when the remedy le to sim¬ 
ple Just by *’Bwatting the Rooster,” 
or removing him from the peos from 
which the eggs to sell come. An in¬ 
fertile egg will keep so much better 
than a fertile one that there le hardly 
any compsrison between them. Infer¬ 
tile eggs could be placed In an Incu 
bator for 21 days, tbe batching time, 
am', used for cook Ini, purposes and it Is 
doubtful If they would be found In the 
least objectionable, but what of the 
fertile egg that has not matured a 
chick. The stench from It is terrible 
Thla la the relative condition of fertile 
and Infertile eggs when subjected to 
heating under any circumstances and 
gives some Idea of tbe value of taking 
precautions to have only Inf.rtlle eggs 
produced at this time of the year. 

By guaranteeing that at! eggs are 
Infertile, that they can be depended 
upon to keep aa long as possible, and 
supplying them In attractive contain 
era. It le possible to obtain always 
several cents better than the market 
price for them If the price drops too 
low It will pay anyone who will do ao 
to use one of the many ways that can 
be used for preserving the egg g until 
later In the year when sgga are scarce 
and good prices prevail for well-kept 
•IS* 

Eggs to be stored should In ths flrst 
place, therefore, be from hens having 
no males with them because an Infer¬ 
tile egg keeps longer, even without tbe 
use of the preservative than a fertile 
egg; second, perfectly fresh, for not 
only will they keep better, but If an 
egg .hat has begun to decay Is placed 
In the same vessel with fresh ones. I 
Is likely to affect all ths surrounding 
eggs; and. third, perfectly clean, for 
Mih of any kind adhering to the shell 
win mint the preserving medium and 
thus taint the eggs. In placing eggs 
In the preservative be careful to see 
that none of the eggs geta cracked 
Keep them tn a modrratly cool room 
where the temperature may be kept 
fairly constant. A dry, clean cellar lx 
a suitable place. 

There are several very good ways 
of preserving eggs and one of them 
can be selected that will suit the abil¬ 
ity of the user to obtain the Ingred¬ 
ients In his own locality. Of the many 
methods for use on a small scale none 
has proved more successful than 
water-glaaa (sodium silicate). This Is 
a very cheap jrroduct and can Usually 
be secured it not to exceed 60 cents 
a gallon, snd one gallon will make 
enough solution to preserve 60 doxen 
egg*, so that the cost of material 
would not exceed one cent n dozen 
Pure water that has been boiled and 
then cooled should be used. To each 
16 or 20 quarts of water one quart ot 
water-glass should be added. The solu¬ 
tion should be prepared, placed In the 
Jar or other suitable vessel, and the 
fresh eggs added from time to time 
until the jar Is filled, but be sure that 
there are two inches of solution at 
ways covering the eggs. The eggs 
should not be washed before packing, 
for washing Injures the keeping qual¬ 
ity. probably by dissolving the mucil¬ 
aginous costing 

A good llmewater preservative may 
be made as follows: Thirty gallons of 
water. 10 pounds of salt, one-half bush¬ 
el of flneb slacked lime. After mixing 
thoroughly allow the solution to stand 
two or three days and then remove 
the clear liquid by dipping or by 
means of a siphon Place the liquid In 
a tub or other suitable rereptable and 
place the eggs therein, or the eggs 
may be placed In the veasel Aral and 
the llmewater placed over them. Have 
at least two Inches of liquid covering 
the top of the eggs. Limed eggs can 
be discerned by the roughness of tbe 
■hell. Before boiling, eggs that have 
been preserved in the foregoing ways 
should be punctured with a needle, 
otherwise they are apt to crack as 
■oon as placed In hot water, owing to 
the pores being closed and no outlet 
Glowed for the air In the eggs 

Eggs can be preserved for aeveral 
months In dry salt. Bran can also be 
used with fair results but neither of 
these methods ta aa satisfactory as the 
two flrse mentioned. There must al¬ 
ways be at leaat two Inches covering 
the eggs with these two methods 
alto- 


t old storage fa undoubtedly the beet 
and most practical method for preserv¬ 
ing eggs tn large quantities in a com¬ 
mercial way. Ax the processes by 
which a low temperature can be main¬ 
tained for an indefinite period have 
become more and more Improved, the 
greater has been the number of eggs 
•o stored, until the cold storage busi¬ 
ness has reached such proportions 
that It baa a considerable Influence on 
tbe price of eggs, tending to lower It 
lu winter and raise It In summer. 

A record of twenty crates of eggs 
stored In Buffalo last season will give 
some idea of tbe profit in this method. 
These eggs were shipped in when they 
were selling In quantities at 17 cents 
per doxen for table use. This would 
make the total $102. These tame eggs 
were sold In December at an average 
of thirty cents a doxen. which made a 
total of $110 or a difference of |ffl In 
favor of cold storage. 

The cold storage plant charged two 
c^nta a doxen for the period, which 
made a total of $12 for atdrage. To 
this le to be added $6 20 expresaage. 
and the commission man's charge of 
$12, making a tout of expenditures 
$30 20. and leaving $47 clear and above 
what the cost of storage and other 
expenses amounted to. There la no 
question that storage tn thla way prop¬ 
erly handled, fa very profitable—A. P. 
Marshall, Niagara Falls. Canada, 
Breeder Niagradot White WyandotUe.

American Society For Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animala Issues 
Leaflet 

Timely advice la given In a leaflet 
entitled “Hot Weather Hints for 
Hpree Users,” issued by the American 
Society For the Prevention of Cruelly 
to Animala. Here are some of tbe 
hints which might well be pasted In 
the hat of every driver/ 

Don’t overload the wagon. 

Don’t speed your bone. 

Ues well fitting, light weight har¬ 
ness, loose fitting collars snd open 
bridles. 

On long hauls allows periods of rest 
in the shade. 

At tbe flrst sign of exhaustion atop 
and bathe tbe animala head and neck 
with cold water. (Here directions are 
given for treating runatroke). 

Allow a liberal quantity of clean 
water to drink, provided tbe hone Is 
worked or exercized Immediately after 
drinking. 

Carry 2 pall and sponge to frequent¬ 
ly waih or swnb the animal's nose, 
mouth and face. 

Give a warm bnn mash on Wednes 
day night* In addition to the one given 
on Saturday nights- 

Avoid all grades whenever possible. 

Relieve harness treasure from 
•ores. 

Remove collar and shoulder pads 
from harness every night, wash pres¬ 
sure surface with warm water, ana 
soap and hang out in the sun to dry 
before putting them on the animal. 
Supply two sets of pad* for use on al¬ 
ternate days. If this la done sore con¬ 
ditions will be entirely prevented 
Feed properly, study the individual 
horss and determine Juat how much 
nourishment Is required to keep It In 
serviceable condition and health. 

Don't underfeed or save on bedding, 
blanket!, shoeing, or employ Incompet¬ 
ent help In order to save money. 

Don't practice a false economy, 
which Invariably results in weak, 
lame, sore or enfeebled animals. 

Plenty of light, fresh air, good food, 
pure water and proper housing are as 
necessary to the horse as they era to 
flie h iri.an b*:lng 

To Disperse Poison Gas 

Invantlon Will Fore* the Deadly 

Chlorine Over the Heade el Men 
at Front 

81r Hiram Maxim has completed an 
Invo tlon which Ja a reply to the Ger¬ 
man pc Ison gas methuus of warfare. 
Exhaustive teats have been made 
trenches under condition* as nearly 
as possible to those In Flanders, and 
it Is understood tha the war office is 
vir> favorably impieased with tbe In¬ 
vention. 

Mtr Hiram Maxim aaya that the pois¬ 
onous fumes ar* chlorine gas. “Chlor¬ 
ine gas," he says, “when In pure state 
at one atmospheric pressure weighs 
two and one-half times as much as 
air. In escaping from high pressuro 
to atmospheric pressure the chlorine 
necessarily rises, mixed with a lot or 
air, and by the .me It la twenty feet 
away from the discharge pipe tbe 
ratio Is five volumes of air to one • Z 
chlorine. 

"The specific gravity Is correspond¬ 
ingly redtced. and by the tine the 
fumes reach our trencr.es there is one 
hundred times as mueh sir as gas 
We know that to bo approximately 
true, because If a soldi* r breathed a 
chlorine mixture of one In twenty te 
would not live more than a few min- 
uCes. Scientific men have tried to 
neutralize the effects of the gas by 
respirators, but you might Just as 
well think of filtering alcohol out of 
water wit' a piece of wire gauze a*, 
try to separate chlorine from the t- 
mjaphere by euch a device.” 

Sir Hiram called ‘these gauss 
things” "aspirators”—short for "exac- 
perators.” That sums up his estimate 
of their utility. 

It la not permissible to give away 
Sir Hiram's secret, but It is said tbat 
tbe Invention will force the poiaonoua 
fumes over the heads of men In the 
trenches. 

**l do not think that the British,” he 
said, “should descend to the uaa of 
poisonous gases, and 1 am convinced 
that the enemy will not continue their 
use once he finds how easily snd how 
cheaply the fumes may be dispersed. 

“Another device 1 am erfgaged upon 
relate! to the defence of our trenches 
against the bayonet. It la upon a whol¬ 
ly new principle, but 1 am not at lib¬ 
erty to describe it. In fact,” Bir Hir¬ 
am continued, “I have my pocket full 
of new inventions At the age of 
seventy-five my day is one of seven¬ 
teen hours and I want to give that 
time to serving the country.” 

If Holland Entered 

Germany Is undoubtedly very vul¬ 
nerable on her Holland frontier. Were 
Holland to be goaded into belligerency 
by German attack* on her merchant 
ships or by other Infrlngem»nta upon 
her rights, It would be unfortunate for 
the enemy. Not only would German 
territory thereby be nt once thrown 
open to Invasion by Dutch. British and 
French troops, but also tho Scandina¬ 
vian countries would be almost certain 
to follow lu tbe wake of Holland ■ ac¬ 
tion Denmark. Norway and Swede', 
would not find It to their advantage to 
remain neutral when all their nel«M- 
hors were at war. They would Join In 
the wolf hunt. Their striking force 
would bo no small one. but much more 
telling upon the enemy would be thz 
ending of their commercial relations 
with him.—Toronto Mall anj Empire.

deuce of a row. When she geta eloso 
aboard bar skipper pokes his head out 
of tha wheelbous* and yells: 

“Stand by for any emergency to¬ 
night and to oil the main destroyer 
flotilla.” 

“Right! What's all the shindy?”

Setting Aside Large Forest Reserve# 
In Canada to Protect Rivera 
In tbe annual report of the rommU- 
alon of roaaervatlon for the poet year. 
U la shown that very earnest efforts 
are belli* made to protect many of the 
Important rivers In the country by 
set ting aside large areas about their 
water heads as permanent forest re 
■erven The action of the government 
In this connection Is worthy of com 
meodstlon. It Is a matter of common 
knowledge that the equalisation of the 
flow of rivers is largely dependent on 
thickly wooded lanes * Apart from the 
menace to rivers,from devastated for¬ 
est lands,Js tbs fact that tbe land It¬ 
self—especially If In mountainous re¬ 
gions—is often reduced to perpetual 
barrenness by the washing away of 
soil owing to tbs removal of forest 
cover Whole districts on tbs west¬ 
ern slopes of tht Alps have been ruin¬ 
ed In this way. and hundred of farms 
have entirely disappeared Widespread 
devastation from this cause was also 
seen In China, where the wood ratters 
In ssarch of fuel for llie dense popula 
tlon, completely stripped the forest 
cover from the hill slopes over im¬ 
mense areas which now are deserts 
This destructive process is going for | 
ward very rapidly In the southern ap- 
palachian region of the United Slates. 
The loss is estimated at some ten mil¬ 
lions a year. According to experts a 
field lying at an angle of twenty de¬ 
grees. can be totally destroyed, hav¬ 
ing all the Boil washed off after a hun¬ 
dred ploughings. end It Is estimated 
that in Kentucky, where cultivation is 
scarcely more then a hundred years 
old. one-tenth of the arable soil lias

A traveller portrays to n correspond¬ 
ent a* the headquarters of the French 
army tbe feverish scenes at Essen, 
and oonveys the impression that he 
has met oue of the German military 
technicians who are--some of them— 
consulting chemical advisers to tho 
kaiser as well. 

Kver since last August, be says. It 
has been an Intense, fantastic lift of 
unceasing toll day and night. A molten 
mass of carbide flows In an endless 
stream from the puddling furnace to 
tbe crucible, and thence to tho stamp 
hammers which are mounted on three 
platforms, one of bronxe. one of ar 
mored be ton and one of massive oak 
—tbe heart of oak still used by the 
Hohensollerns for their coffins. In the

The cattle were bought at 8outh 
St Paul. Nov 6, 1914. They were not 
of ' extra grade, costing $6.15 per 
cwt.. and averaging 776 pounds, or 
946.36 per head The cost or buying 
and ahlpping out was a few cents 
more than $2 per head, and the cost 
of shipping back and telling a little 
leas than $3. making the total ex¬ 
pense out and back under 96 They 
were shipped back to South St Paul 
and sold May 31. 1916 

Twenty six head of the beet fin 
iahed of the two cars, averaging 1.064 
pounds, sold for 98 36. which waa the 
highest price paid that day, and 23 
head, averaging 1.067 pounds, brought 
$746. Thtr rnado an average of 8e 
per pound and an average weight of 
approximately 1.060 pounds, or 986 
per head. 

One car of these cattle was fed on 
the farm at Aberdeen, 8outh Dakota, 
and the other at Grand Forks, North 
Dakota. \ They were fed pratically 
the earn# feeds, but tbe Aberdeen 
load w&s fed grain a little longer and 
showed more finish.

Young Man Should Not Fall to Recog¬ 
nize the Serlouaneao of the War 

la asking why Canada should not 
hare at least a quarter of a million 
men in training Tor the emergencies 
of the future, Her. Dr. Hanidge de¬ 
clared that "many of our youth have 
L t yet seriously considered whether 
they cannot do something directly or 
lndlrectly*to strengthen our resources 
In this epoch making hour" nod that 
there acre some "by whom, whether 
through dullness or Indifference, the 
call of patriotism baa been so far dis¬ 
regarded and private Interest held of 
greater moment than the public weal." 

It la Impossible t.ot to be Impressed 
with the apparent truthfulness of 
these assertions. There seem. Indeed, 
to ba many young men In this coun¬ 
try who view the struggle of the na¬ 
tion without seeing Its relationship to 
themselves. Perhaps this cannot cor 
rectly be put down to Indifference, be 
cause It Is hardly possible that any 
Canadian could ba Indifferent to (lie 
outcome of the war, but there are 
thousapds of young men who seem 
not to have thought of taking a part 
in the war The "call of patriotism" 
bus not reached them. 

In Ottawa, for instance, there has 
been brisk recruiting for the over¬ 
seas forces, but hundreds of younj 
men of military age and physical ni¬ 
nes* are still going about their regu¬ 
lar occupations end sports without 
even attempting to prepare themselves 
for the emergencies of the future. The 
least they might do la take advantage 
of the opportunities being afforded for 
securing tome military training, ao 
thauif the call is more insistent later 
on Tney will be in a position to answer. 

The reason for the apparent apathy 
on the part of these young men la 
perhaps that they have failed to real¬ 
ise the seriousness of the war with 
respect to Camda. The fighting In 
Europe seema a long way from this 
country; Yet there la little excuse 
for such lack of understanding. The 
fate of ('anada would be too cruel to 
contemplate should the Teuton bar¬ 
barians gain (ho mealery In this war. 

It 1s only by men and munitions that 
the Germans can be defeated and 
Britain and the world saved from a 
calamity such as has never before 
threatened, and Canada has hundreds 
of thousands of men who have not yet 
prepared to do their bit. Even though 
they may not be wanted yet. they will 
be doing a service If they prepare for 
the time when they may be wanted — 
Ottawa Free Press. 


Good Results of Road Motor Along 
Lines of C.P R 

The C P.R and the government of 
Saskatchewan have formed a part¬ 
nership for a particularly aggressive 
campaign for the eradication of sow 
thistle and other noxious weeds. 
Some time ago the railway company 
approached the govermuont with a 
proposition to the effect that they 
would furnish a gasoline road motor 
and a man to drive It If the govern- 
ment would supply a weed Inspector 
lo travel on this road motor along 
their lines to look out for noxious 
weeds 

Noxious weed seeds are very fre¬ 
quently carried In cars from one 
point to another end dropped about 
stations and In front of elevators, 
and from these points of ventage 
they spread to the surrounding dla- 
trieta. 

The railway company further as¬ 
sured the government that every sec¬ 
tion foreman and his gang would be 
at the disposal of the weed Inspector, 
not ooly for the destruction of tho 
weeds found on each trip, but also 
under his direction would keep e 
sharper lookout for a recurrence of 
these weeds anywhere along the 
company's Hues of rail 
i The work has been going forward 
for some time, with splendid results, 
and the department of agriculture and 
particularly Chief Weed Commission 
er Thompson. er« very enthusiastic 
about this method of getting after the 
weeds. Quite e number of ama’l 
patches of sow thistle, for example, 
have been found at stations when 
none can be located In any of the 
fields near the station, and by destine 
tlon of small patches there wTITbe no 
danger of the contagion spreading to 
the surrounding farms. 

The fact that the section foreman 
and bis men will be posted on whet 
are noxious weeds will be a great as¬ 
sistance to the farmers along their 
particular stretch of road, as they 
will often be able to help the man 
out who la not sure as to the char¬ 
acter of plants that he may find in 
hia crop. 


Frea Distribution of Trees and 
Shrubs to School Districts - 

For the purpose of encouraging In¬ 
ternet la the teaching of nature study 
and agriculture lu the public schools 
of Basketchtwan. and to assist true 
teas and teachers In obtaining trees 
and shrubs, the directors of school 
agriculture have completed arrango- 
ments with the chief of the tree plant¬ 
ing dtvlalon, forest nursery station, In¬ 
dian Heed, and the landscape arehi 
tect. Provincial Nurseries, Regina, for 
tho free distribution of trees and orna¬ 
mental shrub# to school districts. 

A circular has been sent out by the 
department of education, giving full 
detalla In regard to the arranging of 
school gardens, aud containing the 
conditions under which trees and 
shrubs are sent forward.

Use of Fertilizers 


Should bo Uatd as an Adjunct Only 
to best System of Maintaining 
Fertility 

There is a great tendency where the 
use of fertilizers Is begun to costiuue 
their use year after year on the same 
land without adopting other mesne 
of maintaining productiveness A, 
man finds that fertiliser will bring J 
good return sod he will keep 'bviffg 
U year after year without crop rota¬ 
tion. growing one grain crop after an¬ 
other. Kuch a use of fertilizer! la 
disaairoua If continued, because uudtr 
such a System the humus Is rapldlj 
exhausted in the soil, with the result 
that the soil becomes compact, loses 
Its friable condition, and the yields 
decrease In spite of the fertilizer. 
Fertilisers alone will not maintain 
soli fertility. They should be used 
rather as an adjunct to the best sys¬ 
tems of maintaining fertility than can 
be practised Used In this way there 
will be no Injury to the soil, and U 
intelligently applied there will be very 
good profits 

The only man ’ho can afford tn 
use fertilizers on grain crops year af¬ 
ter year on the same land Is the rent¬ 
er or temporary farmer who cares 
nothing for the future of the soil. Tn 
be sure. It requires e number of years 
of such continued use before the ef¬ 
fects become apparent, and it may be 
justifiable for a man who la Just be¬ 
ginning. and who must meet bis pay¬ 
ments on the lend, lo practice such a 
system for a few years, but It should 
not be continued long. The only pro¬ 
per uae of commercial fertilisers Is In 
connection with the best system of 
crop rotation, of legume growing end 
of bumus building* that s man can 
practice.

Canada’s Shell Production 


American Paper Says Canada Holds 
the Record Ror Rapid Work 
The American Machinist, an Ameri 
can technical Journal, explains with 
admiration. In its current number, the 
work of the Canadian shell committee 
Two hundred Canadian shops are pro 
during munitions of war They arj 
thoroughly organised into a great man¬ 


ufacturing unit, in which each plant 
produces its specialty, and depends 
on other apparatus elsewhere, in the 
way that oae department depends on 
another lu a large factory The shell 
committee, comprising expert manag¬ 
ing engineers and military men, as¬ 
sembled the means and now run the 
production of munitions. 

"The thing has been done so quiet¬ 
ly," says the American Machinist, 
"that but few have the least Idea of 
We have looked upon 


walking about Bath. 1 sea many 
splendid young fellows dressed In 
khaki. but many others, equally 
splendid, equally rejoicing in youth 
and strength—vain youth and futile 
strength unless It be employed for 
the country.

Slinking in a corner, trying In 
vain to conceal the fact that they have 
never served, never fought, and never 
shed a drop of blood, or. perhaps, e 
drop of perspiration, they will be hap 
lets, miserable and disdained.

Brain Amputation 

One of the wonders of surgical 
science has been performed In a 
French military hospital where e 
wounded soldier has had a sixth of 
his brain amputated without mlaa-

with a penetrating wound In tbs 
occipital region of the cranium. 
Splinters of bone had caused an ab 
eras to form In the left cerebral 
hemisphere. These were removed 
by Dr. A- Guepln. surgeon In chief 
to the hospital but e fresh abscess 
formed, and Dr. Guerpln was ob¬ 
liged on two occasions to amputate 
portions of the brain which protrud¬ 
ed from the wound. The patient 
thus lost at least a third of the left 
hemisphere, but shows no special 
signs of trouble, either of motivity.

Grasahoppera and Cut worms 

A good control for grasshoppers or 
cut-worms la a mixture of bran, 2t 
pounds; Paris green. 1 pound; mo¬ 
lasses, 2 quarts; juice of S lemons or 
oranges; add gallons of water. 
The bran snd Paris green snd the 
molasses, fruit Juice and water should 
be mixed up separately, then Just be¬ 
fore applying mix thoroughly together 
till the whole mixture Is like damp 
sawdust. This quantity Is enough for 
four or five acres. Sow thinly over 
the Infested area very early In the 
morning for grasshoppers or at dusk 
for cut worms. There Is no danger 
Tor the poultry where this Is spread 
thinly.

DI?. ELIOT ANALYZES THE TEUTONIC EFFICIENCY 


Denounces (he Germ in System of Education, and says that 
People of Germany are Ignorant of Political Freedom 
as the Anf'o-Ssxons Know It 

Dr Charles K Eliot, president emer- 
Hu* of Harvard, has published a Strife- 
Sag arraignment of Germany la The 
Road Toward Peats.” In this h« 
elaborate* views which since the be-

German efficiency, and finds It worth¬ 
less except In a very limited oMeot 
He denounces the German system of 
education, and says thgt the people 
•( Germany are ignorant of political 
freedom as AngioSaxon countries 
Enow It. He reviews the greaUdlarov 
enes and Inventions of tne past hun¬ 
dred years, and finds that German/ 
has contributed little toward them. 

8 he has produced no Darwin, no Pap- 
leur, no Cavour. She has not created 
much rnoro lt\pn the Japanese, but like 
the Japanese, she has proved to have 
marvellous gifts as an adapter of 
great Ideas born In other countries 
With the opinion of a noted German 
Statesman that the Germans are '‘pol¬ 
itical asses'' he heartily agrees. It 
was their Ignorance upon this point 
that ox plains the numerous mistakes 
they made when calculating upon the 
effect of the war upon Great Britain. 

Nor is It the Ignorance of the German 
masses he considers but the Ignorance 
•f their leaders They had all the facts 
h?fore them, but they could not make 
the deductions. They did not know 
how free people value the sanctity of 
a contract. Nothing could be frank¬ 
er.'' he writes, "than the original ex¬ 
planation which the German chancel¬ 
lor gave of the breaking of treaties 
concerning (he neutrality of Belgium; 
but bis frankness Is evidence that he 
did not understand In the least the 
freeman's Idea of the sanctity of con¬ 
tract—the foundation of all public 
law and usage In a free country. In a 
country despotically or aristocrat leal 
ly ruled there Is no such condition of 
public opinion.” 

Aa regards German efficiency Dr. 

Eliot writes: 

"It Is an efficiency which takes hold 
•f every child In Germany at birth 
and follows every youth and every 
man and woman through life until 
death It Is that very efficiency which 
has prevented (he last two generations 
of Germans from knowing anything 
about liberty. It Is In the highest de¬ 
gree an autocratic efficiency In all 
walks of German life, including educa¬ 
tion and the relations between the 
■exes. The whole course of elementary 
and secondary education . for every 
German boy or girl Is determined by 
the government, and there Is no elec¬ 
tion by the pupil In It. no choice by 
the child, except In Its later stages 
the choice between a technical school 
er s gymnasium, snd often tbst choice 


the 



Is not msde by the child, but for him. 
German efficiency, however. Is a very 
real and formidable thing In all the 
competitions of the civilised world; 
so tost tbs most Interesting tblng to 
be studied as to the probable outcome 
of the European war In this—Is Ger¬ 
many with Its autocracy more efficient 
or less efficient than frratfre and Eng 
land with their liberties'* Tbe German 
way of procuring industrial and com¬ 
mercial efficiency Is to make each In¬ 
dividual man in tbe first place u man 
well iraint I (or tne exact service he 
Is to render snd then to keep him un 
der a sever# discipline whlcu will re¬ 
sult In his doing every time exactly 
wbat be has been trained to do.” 

He oeoles that this wonderful effl - 
iency has produced anything to com¬ 
pare with what baa been produced In 
liberty loving nations. Efficirury has 
produced an efficient Germany. It haa 
produced nothing for tbe world r»l 
large. Ha finds that Britain, the 
United States, Franc* and Italy have 
produced nearly all of the great Ideas 
and the great inventions In tbe past 
hundred years. In fact. Germany did 
not Invent much more thau Turkey 
He considers it to be a remarkable 
(act that systematic education of the 
whole people has b2en carried on fvr 
one hundred years in Germany, while 
the free nations have been without 
this system. Nevertheless, despite 
this system. Germany la a political Ig- 
nermmua. He believea that the reason 
Is that the German system has not 
enough freedom- is it. The German 
educational system and all German ef¬ 
ficiency might be likened to the coni 
plete apparatus of the telegraph, lack 
| mg ooiy the electrto current 
i a few days ago Dr Eliot expressed 
: the opinion that prayers for peace 
: would not be answered, and that those 
I outside of Germany who uttered them 
were traitors to the great Ideals for 
which the allies are fighting. In his 
| book he says that he doaa not believe 
there will be any peace until Germany 
Is utterly smashed. "One cannot con 
I celve of Germany admitting her defeat 
I until she bae exhausted her supplies 
of men. money and food.** he aays. He 
goes on to say. "Fortunately frdm our 
point of view there is no more resolute 
or dogged people In the world than the 
English, and we remember in that con¬ 
nection with satisfaction that many of 
us are of English extraction ’* He says 
that a new France has emerged from 
this war, a sober and serious France, 
and he believes that the war will mark 
a great epoch for the Russian p.ople 
They will win through It greater liber¬ 
ties than they bright hive expected 
from a century of peace. Dr Eliot 
baa no doubt as to the result of the 
war. He hopes and prays tbst the 
United States will not ba drawn Into 
It. and adds, "but that escapes’ll! be 
due to the fact that Russia, England 
and France have succeeded In defeat 
log Germany and Austria-Hungary

Nevertheless this ethereal voyager al¬ 
ready had wandered in our skies for 
a year, having been discovered on De¬ 
cember 17.

I Plata But Its visibility to tbe naked 
eye at the seat of war caused an 
Imaginary role to be attributed to It. 

Then there was tbe passage of Mer¬ 
cury before the sun on November 7, 
1914, which the superstitious ronstder- 
ed suspicious, as well as tbe myster¬ 
ious messages received from space la 
the form of shooting stars, one of the 
most curious of which was that which 
fell in England on October 13, a celes¬ 
tial bomb weighing thirty-live pounds' 

Another 13. that of January, 1915, 
was more prophetic still. It was mark¬ 
ed by the earthquake In Central Itily 
-rather ordinary frpm a geological 
point of view, but the Intensity of 
which was greater than generally 
known, since the proportion of victims 
rose to 90.94 per rent, and even nine¬ 
ty-nine out of one hundred In certain

. A German Romance 

Long Trip of Germcn Submarines is a 
Myth 

A recent etory, much featured In 
Berlin, haa described tbe trip of Ger¬ 
man submarines from Wllhelmshavcn 
to Constantinople. via Gibraltar 
Straits. This is said by tbe British 
■aval authorities to be an Invention. 
A British naval officer is quoted In the 
New York Times as saying: 

"That story was given out because 
the TJennan government wished to 
Iropr the United States with the 
Idea iTat Its submarines could easily 
cross the Atlantic snd destroy ship¬ 
ping on this side In the event of a war 
between the two countries. The Ger¬ 
mans have established a submarine 
base and factory on tbe Bosphorous 
near Constantinople, and aro turning 
them out there In the same manner 
as they have been doing at Zeebruggj, 
In the North Sea The parts for the 
submarines are manufactured In Ger¬ 
many and sent by rail to Constanti¬ 
nople. through Austria. Roumania and 
Bulgaria. The lust two countries are 
supposed to be neutral, but many 
things can J>e accomplished for u 
price, and tbe Germans have had no 
difficulty In getting the big packing 
cases containing thj sections of the 
submarines through Naturally, the 
allies had to withdraw their battle¬ 
ships from the Dardanelles when tbe 
submarines arrived on the scene.'* 


Bryan and Some Others 

American Statesman .Not First to 
Achlsvs Titls of "Prince of 
Peace at Any Price” 

Mr. Bryan, who Is earning from 
some or his countrymen the title* of 
I'rlnce of fence at Any Price, Is not 
the first notable statesman to be thus 
taunted, says the London Chronicle. 
Hlr Charles Dllke thirty three yeara 
ago expressed an opinion In favor of 
continental disarmament and was so 
styled. 

Hut Sir Charles took comfort in the 
rgflectkm. which was apparently a

Increased Production 

Dominion Government Is to Appoint a 
Commission 

A royal commission Is to be appoint¬ 
ed by the government to investigate 
the question of increased agricultural 
production in the Dominion, together 
•vita tne related questions ot wider 
markets, further employment for tho 
unemployed, etc The commission, 
wmen is U be appointed at toe recom¬ 
mendation of the prime minister, and 
•n response to a request made by the 
Congress of Mayors which visited the 
capital some wee' s ago, will be auth¬ 
orized to employ such scientific, snd 
professional assistance ■■ its mem¬ 
bers may determine. Its duration 
■hall be during pleasure, and it will 
make interim reports from time to 
time 

A minute of council has been issued 
outlining the reasons for tbe appoint¬ 
ment of tbe commission am! the ques¬ 
tions which it Is to consider. In con¬ 
nection with opportunities for In¬ 
creased agricultural production, the 
following considerations are advanc¬ 
ed: 

(1) Improved methods of produc¬ 
tion with a view to a better return to 
the producer; (3) assisting this pur¬ 
pose by proper instruction aud de¬ 
monstration; (3) Increasing the acre 
ago under production. (4) attracting 
monstratlon of a type which would aid 
In Increasing a large and permanent 
agricultural population; (5) stimulat¬ 
ing aud encouraging cooperation 
among the producers, (4) providing 
cold storage and abattoir facilities. 

The minute of council setting forth 
reasons calls attention to the desirabil¬ 
ity of manufacturing products Into the 
form In which they will be consumed, 
commends the principle of coopera¬ 
tion, asks for consideration of unem- 
ploj ment problems and of the em¬ 
ployment of soldiers after the war, and 
concludes with this expression: 

"It seems reasonable that under the 
conditions which have developed dur¬ 
ing the past six months opportunities 
will arise for widening snd extending 
our markets, to the advantage not 
only of Canada, but ef the countries 
and communities with which trade 
may thus be extended.”

Care of School Gardens 

How to Interest Pupils In thd Cara of 
the Gardens 

Many teachers find It very hard to 
have tbe work carried on in the 
school garden during tbe holidays. 
When they arrive back si their school 
in Saptember the lot Is usually a mass 
of weeds Tbe Agricultural Gaxette. 
In offering some suggestions, states: 

‘‘All work should be done In due 
season, so that at vacation time the 
plants will be well advanced, enllrel 
free from weeds, thinned out when 
necessary and properly cultivated. 
An Interest may thus be crested that. 
If only directed wisely, will remain In 
the minds of most pupils, who will 
solve the 'weed-pro lem’ during vaca¬ 
tion . 

' Many children regularly visit their 
plots during the vacation snd keep 
them in condition. Some sre driven 
by their parents, who also become 
interested, and at their regular visits 
to the villago store or postoffice, make 
trips to the school plots as well. 

"Trustees of many schools meet on 
Saturday afternoons snd round up 
the village children to accompany 
them to tbe school grounds and per¬ 
form the necessary weeding, etc. 
The chllcret's plot* (of many or 
these schools), furnish sufficient flow¬ 
ers for tbe Sunday services through¬ 
out the summer. 

"A Janitor of n village school, who 
is generally hired by the year and 
i his time during vacation In 
cleaning and repairing tbe school, 
should be Interested in the grounds 
as well and act as s leader of the 
children In some schools, commit¬ 
tees sre appointed for each week of 
the vacation, and each committee in 
turn la held responsible. This plan 
works well In town schools, where 
many children go camping for part of 
the time.'* 


With the Aid of Thle Instrument Guns 
Can be Sighted With Won 
derful Accuracy 

The terrible destructiveness aud ac 
curacy of the neld guns employed by 
tbe various belligerents In the Euro 
pean war haa been commented upon 
almost dally since tbs beginning of tbe | 
war, but only now and then has a 
paragraph appeared with reference to; 
tbe Uttle eighteen or twenty pound In , 
atrument, without the aid of which 1 
these wonderful pieces of ordnance 
would be practically useless except at 
abort ranges. Tbe Instrument re¬ 
ferred to Is tbs range finder. 

Tbe range finder, which Is a tele¬ 
scope with tbe eyepiece In tbe centre 
of tbe tube, has been developed to a 
perfection (bat Is almost wslrd, and 
wheu tbe Image of tbe object that Is 
to be bombarded shows In the finder, 
and the scale Indicates how far away 
that Imaga Is, It Is time to be on guard, 
for something Is going lo be bit. and 
tbe something is the original of the 
Image reflected In the range finder. 

In tbe current Issue of The Field 
Artillery Journal there appears an In 
terestlng description of the range-find¬ 
ing Instrument Tbtse range finders. 
It is pointed out. In order to fulfil the 
requirements of modern warfare, must 
be of easy manipulation, to as to lo 
cats quickly any target. must measure 
distances rapidly, the distances affect 
log moving as well as stationary tar¬ 
gets. They must be Insensible to mech¬ 
anical and termal Influences and must 
offer the possibility of an easy and 
rapid correction of any errors. 

The range officer, after locating his 
target, sets bis eyepiece for the visual 
distance of the observer by means of 
tbe diopter scale, and quickly gets tbe 
exact distance. If tbe approximate 
distance Is unknown to tbe observer, 
the eyepiece Is set by turning a smdll 
crank until tbe Image of the targets Is 
sharply outlined and reflects tbe great¬ 
est possible amount of details, such as 
walla, bushes, frameworks, steeples, 
etc. 

The field of view In the range finder 
la divided Into two parts by a horizon 
tal line, ths image of the target show¬ 
ing inverted In the lower snd upright 
In the upper part of the field, the horl- 
zontal line dividing the two pictures. 
When tbe two Images appear tbe 
range officer Immediately begins 
manipulating what Is known as tbe 
''height adjustment screw,” snd the 
two Images are soon lined up so that 
the proper points touch each other 
exactly on ths dividing line. The 
"measuring It Is called, 

then comes Into play, and"4he images 
sre sbirted laterally exactly. (W^bpee- 
the other. For Instance. If tbe tar- 

S t Is the steeple of a church, when 
e points of tbs steeple In the upper 
and lower Images touch oo the hori- 
■ontal Mae tbe range has been obtsin- 
ed. . 

The range being obtained, the facts 
are communicated to the battery com¬ 
manders and tbe guile quickly set for 
the range snd distance indicated. Then 
comet the Insertion of the fusee that 
make possible the explosion of the 
projectile The fuses are graduated 
In yards. For Instance, If the target 
■ought la 3,000 yards away, the fuse Is 
cut off at the poiot where the figures 
2.900 show. It Is a hundred Kwine 
■bot that tbe projectile will burst at 
the distance desired. 

The same Issue of the Field Artil¬ 
lery Journal also haa some Interesting 
details of the value of aeroplanes In 
the determination of distance and 
>th**r necessary facta for their artil¬ 
lery commanders 

■ contemporaneous notes.” 
says the Journal. “It Is learned that 
field artillery fire control, by means 
of aeroplanes can be divided Into three 
general classes. It Is obtained by 
wireless telegraphy, by the aid of 
smoke bombs, snd by visual signals. 

"By means of wireless telegraphy 
one English officer performed the al¬ 
most Incredible feat of putting a bat¬ 
talion of field artillery successfully on 
nine different targets in 1 about two 
\houre. This was near Yprea 
[ "Tbe German and French methods 
sre also very successful. When the 
| aeroplane la directly over the target 
; the pilot drops a smoke bomb. The 
battery commander, who haa been fol- 
k wing the a-roplane with scissors In¬ 
strument snd self-contained base 
range finder, takes a reading at the In- 
| stani the bomb Is dropped. He thus 
( has all the rceesrary Information to 
j o;.en searching fire " 

Th-i French also depend to a certain 
extent upon signals displayed by their 
airmen. These signals, which sre 
communicated with the aid of small 
flags, indicate whether the fire Is short 
or over the target, and other informa¬ 
tion wlrch It Is necessary for the bat¬ 
tery commanders to know If their fire 
Is to be effective.

Getting Deeper Color 
If one wlehes to get a different 
colored bloom on roses, hydrangeas,

THE VARIETIES OF CORN TO GROW 


An Investigation contracted by tha 
■esd branch shows that about sixty- 
so-called varieties of corn are grown 
for ensilage In Ontario and Quebec, 
and many farmora do not know what 
variety they are planting. Late varie¬ 
ties are being used In districts where 
they will not mature-one year In flva 
t) the glsstng of ths grain, which Is 
tha necessary condition to make sweet 
ensilage. Some ordfbary feed corn im¬ 
ported from the Central and Southern 
S rates Is used for seed. Most of this 
la of a late variety entirely unsuited 
to Canadian conditions, sad Is often 
Injured by besting. 


The following recommended varie¬ 
ties of corn, nrs arranged In order of 
tbelr maturity: Quebec Yellow, Long¬ 
fellow, Staodford or North Da¬ 
kota. Compton's Early. Golden 
Glow, Early White Cap. Wisconsin No 
7. In selecting varieties for our north¬ 
ern districts, latermaturing, heavy- 
yielding varietiesjnay be better plant¬ 
ed on n warm, sandy soil than on a 
cold clayey one. The proper matur 
Ity is essential to high quality ensil¬ 
age. and this should be aimed at even 
although an Increased acreage Is need¬ 
ed te give ike desired quantity. 


The London Dally Chronicle prints 
an Interview with Sir William Crooks 
by Harold Begble, In which tbe scient¬ 
ial gave his views on the war He 
■aid: 

“1 think we started badly, we were 
certainly not as well prepared as Ger¬ 
many. 1 do not know that anybody cau 
rightly be blamed (or that atata of 
things. We have done very well con 
■Idsrlng. and I am Inclined to say that 
as regards that part of tbe work tu 
which 1 have been able lo render the 
authorities some help, this country 
will very soon b? on an equality with 
our foes. There U no need for an 
xiety, certainly no need for panic. 

"It looks aa If It will be a long war, 
but tbe longer it lasts (be stronger 
will be the power of the allies. We 
must simply set ourselves to wear out 
tbe Germane To do that we have ouly 
to press steadily and quietly forward 
on our road. 

“We have not got to take cities and 
execute wonderful marches. All we 
have to do Is to go on with our ab¬ 
solute snd unquestionable duty of 
thinning the enemy We must stay 
long; we must sap him; we must 
weaken him at evtiy point; we must 
destroy him by Inches. After that 
we can enter his country snd do wbst 
we like with It. 

"A great thing tor men to convince 
themselves of la that this war will 
be won not by fury of attack and not 
by gallantry, but simply by hanging 
on. He who hangs on longest wl.l 
win, snd a man need not think vary 
profoundly to assure himself that, 
whereas w« can hang oo almost in 
definitely, the Gern ana cannot Every 
day might be called a victory for th * 
allies Time fights for us." 

Asked his opinion on the employ¬ 
ment of asphyxiating gas. Sir William 
said: 

“On the whole. I am against Its use 


by the allie*. The Germans have gone 
to tbe devil to help them 1 don t like 
to thlok that we, with our Just cabs -, 
should go to the same source for as¬ 
sistance, but 1 can see the Justice of 
argument In favor of employing gas 
We In England, | believe, have now 
msde our preparations In this respect 
and It rests with tbe authorities to de 
clde whether our troops should be sup¬ 
plied with such s wear on. If U Is pcs 
■ R»le. I should like to win with clean 
bands. 

"We must destroy tho Germans 
There can be no other end for civilised 
mankind 1 take It ths German empire 
will fall Into tta original parts; It will 
be left with no power of attark. It 
will never again be an organized mneh 
ine for world mastery " 

Mr. Begble referring to Sir Wll- 
Han- a vigor and Intellectuality at (he 
age of 95. says Sir William was con¬ 
scious In himself of no change of far 
ulty durii.g tbe last thirty or forty 
years He can work as hard, see *■ 
well, hear as well, bear fatigue as well 
snd Is Just aa Interested in life now 
as he was then Indee». he Is Inclined 
to doubt whether be was aware In 
himself of any physical inhibition for 
mord years than this 

*i feel." he said, "very much as 1 
felt when 35 years old." 

Begble adds "We were speaking of 
eyesight and he showed roe a mini* 
ture dlctlom r>. the pagoa of whirl; 
were perhaps the breadth of a six 
pence. I could distinguish not a 
■Ingle letter, not even the capitale et 
the top. 1 put on glasses, but the 
words were still a mist Sir William 
gave me a magnifying glass snd I 
could llien just spell tbe words, but i e 
took this tiny book out of my hands 
snd. without glasses, read aloud snd 
quite quickly three or four words with 
their definitions In much smaller 
type" 


Will Free Turkish Slaves Bulletin on' Cut-Worms 


^hs Vailed Women of Turkey gee 
Thslr Freedom Ahead 

wiiFa the silled fleets began bom 
bkrdlngjlhe forts or the Dardanelles 
the sadmyed. silent women of Turkey 
smiled behind tbelr veils—for they 
■aw liberty ahead. 

To the hidden women of the harem 
the overthrow of the country will 
mean to a great axtent freedom from 
customs, centuries old. that have 
msde slaves of them. 

They hope that tbe degrading life 
of the harems will be done sway with 
—that the; will be allowed to become 
something more than the playthings 
of men and tbe bearers of children. 

Since 1908 a sullen spirit of rebel¬ 
lion has been growing stronger than 
ever before among Vurklsh women 
Protests that In these modem tlmcs^ 
they should have to submit to such de¬ 
gradation have been whispered In Ihe 
closely-guarded women's quarters of 
thousands of Turkish homes 

For a while after the downfall of 
ths old sultan, Abdul Hamid, their 
hopes ran high, for then they were 
allowed to discard their veil* and go 
out in the streets with tbelr husbands 
snd brothers. 

This good fortune lasted but a short 
time, then the constitution was revis¬ 
ed. aud although a deputation of wo 
men waited on the ministers of the 
capital, tbe latter would not give offic¬ 
ial sanction to tbelr discarding the 
veil. 

Since then a little progress has 
been made, but tbe majority are still 
■laves- In some cases the bars are 
gilded, hut neveribelse they are pris¬ 
oners 

Until the time she Is 12 years old a 
Turkish girl enjoys much the same 
freedom as her little sisters the world 
over. She can romp and play and go 
to parties, but on her 12th birth¬ 
day she becomes s woman, dons a veil 
and from then on Is a prlosner of the 
harem. 

She must spend her time in closely- 
guarded rooms, smoking, readtqg, 
drinking coffee and gossiping. 

Here are some of the things she 
cannot do: 

Oo out of doors unless heavily veiled 
and guarded by male slaves of her 
father or huaband. 

Go to the theatre or restaurants. 

See the man picked to be her bus 
band until after she la married to 
him. 

Play outdoor games or indulge In 
outdoor exercise of any kind. 

Write or receive letters without her 
husband seeing them. 

Use fur or any other kind of trim¬ 
ming on street garments. 

Lock the doors of her own room 
She is never safe from the prying 
eyes of male salves. 

. While Turkish girls are usually 
made to marry after they are 12 yeara 
old, some are forced into marriage at 
an earlier age 


Wolves In Sheeps* Clothing 
The uniform of the Red Cross 
nurse has been found to be a fami¬ 
liar disguise for spies, as the Nursing 
Mirror shows In a recent article 
There kava baam persistent rumors 
of female spies masquerading as 
nurses, both abroad end at home, 
but we have been alow to believe 
them Unfortunately, evidence of a 
convincing character haa been placed 
before us.

Farmers, market garden era and 
others who cultivate the soil will be 
pleased to know that the Entomologi¬ 
cal Branch of the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture Las Issued • 31- 
page bulletin (Na 10) on "Cut-worms 
snd their Control," prepared by Mr. 
Arthur Gibson, chief assistant en 
tomologtat. In the Introduction U Is 
stated that cut-worms aa a class rank 
In Importance with such well-known 
peats ss tbe Ssn Jose Scale, tbe Cod 
ting Moth snd the Hessian Fly. all of 
which are among our most destructive 
Insect enemies. There are certainly 
few insects which, year after year. In¬ 
flict such widespread damage as the 
various caterpillars, known commonly 
»■ cut-worms. The annual loss oc¬ 
casioned by these Insects In Canada 
amounts to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. In the bulletin the methods 
of controlling cut-worms are discus 
aed fully. Under "Preventive Mcas- 
uraa" the value of clean cultivation la 
referred to, as well as the placing of 
hands of tin or paper around plant! 
which are set nut "Remedial Meat- 
■urea" Include descriptions of various 
poisoned baits to destroy the cut¬ 
worms, directions for tbs making of 
proper furrows or ditches to prevent 
tbe advance of armies of cut-worms, 
etc. Fifteen rommon kinds of cut¬ 
worms are described In popular detail 
and much Information given on the 
hfblts and llfe-hlatory of the various 
species 

Tbe bulletin la fully illustrated, the 
figures being clear and well chosen. 
Alto:ether there are 20 Illustrations 
of cut-worms, cut-worm moths. Injury 
to plants, etc Copies of this new 
publication may be had free of charge 
on application to thwchief of the 
Publication Branch, Department of 
Agriculture.

Super-Battle-Cruisers 

Britain Will Soon Have Four Nsw 
Cruisers, ths Fastest Afloat 

Tbe Scientific American, always an 
extremely well-informed and careful 
journal, makes a very Interesting 
statement about the British naval con¬ 
struction. All of us are familiar with 
the fket that several battleships of the 
Queen Elizabeth class have either 
been actually put in commission since 
the war began, or are-almost ready to 
be so. The Scientific American goes 
much further. It rays that In addl 
lion to the new battleships. Britain 
has now almost completed four bat 
tie-cruisers which will be by far the 
most formidable of their class In tbe 
world, each carrying eight 15inch 
guns like the Queen Elizabeth class, 
but with tbe terrific speed of 32 
knots. Tbe Queei. Elizabeth's maxi 
mum Is 2f> knots So these hug# new 
vessels will be able to run down any 
thing on the ocean save the very fast 
eat destroyers—and even these, except 
In a fairly easy sea In rough weath 
er. light vessels lose some speed as 
compared with larger onea. 

The fastest snd most powerful 
battlecruiser afloat on the ocean al¬ 
ready are the four British ships. 
Lion and Princess Royal of 30 knots, 
and Tiger and Queen Mary of 24 
knots These all carry 13.6 Inch guns 
The Scientific American says the four 
new vast vessele at hand with their 
15-Inch guns §nd 32 knots' speed, 
might well be called "superbattle 
cruisers," and probably most peopls 
will agree.—Ottawa Journal
